only the judges — competent men 
in the seed world — select the out-

varieties and feature 


them to the gardeners of America. 


Since 
1933, 
when 
the first 


awards were made, rniv of these , 
selections have entirely revolu- 
tionized the gardener's ideas ot 
what constitutes "tops" in certain i 
flowers and vegetables, and selec- 
tions are eagerly awaited each 
year; for gardeners know that in . 
this group are to be found the 
newest and best of new introduc- 
tions in flowers and vegetables.

To transfer the plan to the

paths. It is best to lay out the 
paths first, and spade up all the 
ground that is to be spaded; then 
set the final stakes and lines on 
soil which is ready for planting.

seums ha\e been exhibiting * re- 
markable collection of prehistoric 
pictures gathered from caves in 
France, Germany, Italy, Scandi- 
navia and northern Africa by Leo 
Frobenius.

Meaning •? Fog-Drip 


Fog-drip is the process by which 


moisture from drilling log or clouds 
is caught by trees and bushes and 
then shed upon the ground. The is- 
land of Ascension, in the South At- 
lantic, depends for its water sup- 
ply mainly 
upon the moisture 


caught from passing clouds and fog 
by plants growing on Green moun- 
tain. The once mysterious "dew- 
pond;" found on hilltops in soutnern 
England, which provide an unfail- 
ing supply of water even when the 
wells and springs in the valleys be- 
low have gone dry, are known to 
be fed to a great extent by fog 
from the ocean, caught by the 
shrubs and grasses around their 
borders. Fog-drip also explains the 
legend of the "raintree," said to 
grow in the island of Ferro, one of 
the Canaries, and to shed water 
from its leaves in such abundance 
as to supply the needs of the en- 
tire island. Although somewhat em- 
broidered, the legend is not to be 
regarded as mythical, since the in- 
terior of this mountainous island 
rises to a height of about 5.000 feet 
and the uplands often are envel- 
oped in clouds.

In a recent test, a !HUU»« 
man's voice, traveling by a combi- 
nation of radio short-wave circuits 
jnd telephone wires, girdled the 
earth in one-third of one second.

even by ordinary, everyday radio 
telephone conversations between the 
United States and foreign lands. 


"The radio telephone circuit to 


Australia for example, consists of a 
channel across the Atlantic, linked

tance of 10,600 miles. And when ra- 


' io transmission is better in the 
'otter direction, as it sometimes is,
